Thara ia proviaion in tha Budgat 
for the repair of aalt walla, which ia rarely 
expended. The Darbar might be consulted aa to 
whether it ia daairabla to keep up tha varloua 
walla whan they fall into diarapair. 

Tha croaa road between tha Sugnu and Burma 
^ roada ia in good order. Tha Burma road ia vary 
rough, aa pa daily between Thoubal and Waithou. 

It looks aa though newly thr$i>up earth had not 
been sufficiently dressed. A hedge might be 
Planted in front of tha new compoimd of tha 
Thoubal rest house, which is now rather close to 
^ tha road. 

I inapaotad tha dispensary at Kakohing 
Khulan.

Checked the rice passes of carts on the 
road between Kao and Imphal and found them all 
in order. With the removal of the embargo on 
the export of rice, and the raising of lerry 
rates, consequent on the taxes, the number of 
carts has very considerably Increased on ttie 
road. The result will be the deterioration of 
the road surface and danger to motor traffic, 
as the road is inconveniently narrow in places.
